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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-deniaV; Congress reacts ivith anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Present 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $3-19 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
for (he biggest deficit In peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and Inflation In 1975 and 1976. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad* 


ministration has Issued. 


"My God." Rep. Sam Gibbon. D-F\ft., 


said when he heard about Ford's prc- 
diction*. "It must mean thnt he is going 
to be a two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast. Ford would 


haxo to run for the Presidency In 1976 
M 1th 7.3 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this >cnr than last, with national 
output dipping by 3.3 per cent uhcn In- 
creases due to Inflation are left out. Last 
year's drop In the gross national product 
was 22 percent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 fail- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349.4 billion In 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This is an increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with inflation — 
over the $313,4 billion the government is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
marks he delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent It to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start in a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal integrity..." 


IN CONGItESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled increases In health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74, the 


tall, stooped-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said in 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


in the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected .that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domenlci of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't see any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Oedcrberg of Micliigan. 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We arc now paying the price, in unem- 
ployment and inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion if Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the 


blame for the economy's troubles on the

"This is something that will give us a 


little more depth," said Fire Chief

The vehicle moving to the Arlington 


Heights station will be used as a backup 
truck. It will respond to alarms only 
when necessary. Hie new pumper will 
serve as a "front-line" vehicle on all fire 
calls In the village, said Winter. 


WITH THE MOVE, seven volunteer 


firefighters will be assigned to man the 
Arlington Heights Road-based truck. 


Winter hopes to start the procedure 


this week. Firemen spent last week 
equipping the new pumper. 


Preparation included installing hoses, 


tools and other equipment, along with al- 
lowing fire crews to acquaint themselves 
' with its use, Winter said. 


Early next month, me department ex- 


pects to take delivery on another para- 
medic ambulance unit. 


Sanding part of the Buffalo Grove fire 


crew and an engine to the Arlington 
Heights station is possible through an 
automatic mutual-aid alarm pact de- 
signed to beef up firefighting forces in 
the two villages.

Andersen looms 
as successor 
to Rep. Juckett

The name of Wayne Andersen, 1974 Re- 


publican candidate for county treasurer, 
cropped up frequently Monday in the In- 
evitable speculation over a successor to 
the late Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park 
Ridge, who died Sunday. 


Juckett, 42, died of leukemia in Luther- 


an General Hospital. 


His successor will be appointed by the 


GOP township commltteemen from the 
four townships included in Juckett's 4th 
Legislative District. Floyd Fulle, county 
Republican chairman and Maine Town- 
ship GOP committeeman, said Monday 
he expected to meet with the other three 
commltteemen next week to discuss a 
successor. 


THE CHOICE IS expected to be left 


largely to Fulle and the Maine Township 
Republicans, who represent approxi- 
mately half of the GOP voting strength 
in the district. 


Both Niles and Wheeling townships, 


each with about 25 per cent of the GOP 
strength, already have representatives In 
the legislature. Sen. John J. Nlmrod, 
R-Skokle, is Miles Township com- 
mitteeman, and Rep. Eugene F. Schllck- 
man, R.Arlington Heights, is 
from 


Wheeling Township. 


The fourth township, Northficld, has 


only two of the 201 precincts in tho dis- 
trict. 


Andersen, 29, of Des Plaines, is consid- 


ered on the rise In the party following his 
unsuccessful but impressive campaign 
for treasurer in a year of lopsided Demo- 
cratic victory. 


An attorney, ho is a former parlia- 


mentarian in the Illinois House and 
served for four years as a legislative 
aide to Rep. Henry Hyde, now a U. S. 
Representative. 


Andersen said Monday he had not dis- 


cussed the possibility of succeeding Juck- 
ett with any of the committecmen, but 
said he would "certainly'be interested" 
In considering the post if It were offered 
to him. 


FULLE SAID HE has not yet consid- 


ered candidates for the legislative ap- 
pointment, but said that Juckett's suc- 
cessor would come from Maine Town- 
' ship. Andersen, who lives in Des Flames, 
fits that requirement. 


Frend Yonkers, Wheeling Township 


committeeman, said he did not believe 
selection of a successor to Juckett would 
depend on geography. "I think we've 
reached a point of progress in the party 
where the prime consideration is finding 
tho best possible candidate," he said. 


Yonkers added that the four com- 


mitteemen should have no trouble agree- 
ing on an appointment and called Ander- 
sen "a very attractive candidate." 


Nlmrod said there was no doubt that 


Maine Township was entitled to a repre- 
sentative in the district and said he ex- 
pected to agree with Fulle's choice.

Ford deplored the deficits. He said un-

Ford wants to beef up 
the Navy, and says he may be willing to 
pull some troops home from Europe. 


ENERGY — Ford earmarked S3.8 bil- 


lion for urgent energy research — some 
for military nuclear programs and $2.1 
billion for tapping energy from the sun 
and wind, taming nuclear fusion to gen- 
erate electricity. 


HIGHWAYS - The President wants to 


phase down federal highway spending, 
turn over to the states $1 billion in gaso- 
line taxes by 1978. A ceiling on subsidies 
for rail passenger services is proposed. 


CONSUMERS — Ignoring the cry of 


Chairman Richard 0. Simpson that a 
budget cut would be "devastating," Ford 
refused to give the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission the $49 million it 
sought. 


FARM — Ford budgeted farm price 


supports at their lowest level in 23 years. 


FOOD — Ignoring likely congressional 


uproar, Ford budgeted a dip in food 
stamp spending and calls for the elimina- 
tion of federal food subsidies for children 
from homes over the poverty level. 


HEALTH — Despite the priority he 


gave it in his first speech before Con- 


gress as President last summer, Ford 
put national health insurance on the back 
burner for the time being. Welfare re- 
form also must wait for plushier days, he 
said. 


HOUSING — As part of the anti-in- 


flation program. Ford gave the go-ahead 
for long-term commitments of $26 billion 
for subsidized housing, enough for 400.000 
units. Contracts go out in fiscal 1976; 
spending shows up in the budget much 
later. 


CRIME — Priority goes to crackdown 


on drugs, white collar and organized 
crime and labor racketeers who "ma- 
nipulate welfare and pension funds." But 
the Justice Department's budget stays 
virtually stable at $2.1 billion. 


SOCIAL — Social spending adminis- 


tered by Health. Education and Welfare 
Department would continue to grow — 
but at 7.7 per cent a year, half the ear- 
licr rate and less than the inflation rate. 
Still the HEW budget, at $118 billion, is 
largest of any agency in government. 


SOCIAL SECURITY — Despite Ford's 


aim to hold benefit increase to 5 per cent 
— already rejected by a majority in the 
Senate — Ford said the average Social 
Security payment is to grow from $185 to 
$235 monthly. All told. Social Security 
will mail out $70 billion in fiscal 1976 — a 
fifth of the budget. Checks go to 28 mil- 
lion peoolc. 


FOREIGN AID — Even though the 


program encounters growing hostility in 
Congress, Ford earmarked $6.8 billion in 
foreign aid — $2.8 billion of it in weapons 
given or sold to other countries.

Dallas, Tex., on Nov. 22, 1963. Oswald 
was arrested for the assassination and 
was killed In the Dallas police headquar- 
ters by a bystander, Jack Ruby. 


Dick Gregory, n political activist, said 


the film "will change the destiny and 
fate of the world." 


Last week, Gregory and Ralph Sclioen- 


man, an assistant professor of philoso- 


phy, said they had evidence which" in- 
dicated the Central Intelligence Agency 
was involved in (lie Kennedy assassina- 
tion. 


Grodcr showed a film at a news con- 


ference in Chicago which he said was a 
blown-up version of the Abraham Zap- 
ruder film, the only film of the actual as- 
sassination, He said the film was the 
property of Time Inc. but refused to say 
how the film was obtained. 


Gregory, in a statement, said the film 


was suppressed for 11 years because "it 
was limited to excerpts and still photo- 
graphs that failed to show the important 
points of the film and its implications." 


The film, enlarged and shown In slow 


motion, showed President Kennedy being 
hit in the head. Grodcn said the film 
shows the force of the bullet pushing 


Kennedy back and to his left, indicating 
he was shot from the front and not from 
the back as originally thought. 


The film also shows two men Grodcn 


said were shooting at Kennedy. One was 
behind a pedestal on a grassy knoll in 
front of the motorcade. The other man is 
also in front of the motorcade, under a 
low tree, and his head is visible on the 
film. Grodcn said he is carrying a rifle, 
but it is hard to distinguish the "rifle" 
from the tree branches. 


Gregory said he, Grodcn and Schocn- 


man will leave for Washington Saturday 
to take the film to the Rockefeller Com- 
mission investigating the CIA.

the head and then the one from the front 
were fired in less than one-eighteenth of 
a second," Grodcn said. 


He said a bullet fired from Oswald's 


supposed position in the window of the 
Texas Book Depositor}- would have hit 
Kennedy at a different angle than any of 
the wounds he received. 


Kissinger tells oil price strategy 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger proposed a 
stringent energy austerity and devel- 
opment program for oil consuming na- 
tions Monday that he said could break 
the oil producers' pricing cartel within 
two years. 


Unveiling the strategy the United 


States will formally propose to fellow oil 
Importing nations in Paris Wednesday, 
Kissinger told a National Press Club 
luncheon tho key to success Is keeping 
the price of oil high within individual 
consuming nations by taxes, Import 
quotas or tarriffs. 


"In order to bring about adequate in- 


vestment In the development of con- 
ventional nuclear and fossil energy 
sources, the major oil importing notions 
should agree that they will not allow Im- 
ported oil to be sold domestically at 
prices which would make these new

' day — one-fourth of capacity — in order 


to maintain the present price, and some 
producers are "shaving prices." 


If the trend can be boosted by coopera- 


tive consumer action, Kissinger said, 
"by 1977 some oil producers will have a 
payments deficit" and "competition be- 
tween them for the available market will 
intensify. The cartel's power to impose 
an embargo and to use the price as a 
weapon will be greatly diminished." 


At that point, he said, consumer na- 


tions will be In a position to negotiate 
Jong-term oil supply agreements with the 
'producers at prices below the inflated 
levels of today — and the produceis will 
be glad to have them

people came from small towns, metropolitan areas and sub- 
urbs, from high, low-and middle-Income families. They were 
a mix of straight-A students and dropouts. They chose their 
topics and debated their points of view. 


THE FINISHED product Is a challenge to school officials, 


community leaders and youth workers to get moving and 
respond to their needs. 


Areas covered in the study arc schools, sex education, drug 


education, personal relationships and the need for commu- 
nities to have youth-related activities. 


In the section dealing on sex education, the young people 


defined sex as "all right and good ... as long as respect, 
responsibility and honesty exist within the relationship. Sex- 
ual activity and the consequent needs for education and ser- 
vices is a reality of our society and we must open our eyes to 
that fact." 


They defined respect as being "mutual understanding of 


courage students to experiment with sex. 


The course just gives the students the 


facts and opens discussions, he said. "We 
try to strip away the top layers and con- 
centrate on what this (information) 
means for them," Wcllman said. 


"This is perhaps one of the most In- 


fluential and toast understood parts of 
our lives," he said. Nonetheless, he said 
students should not be required to take 
the course. 


AT PALATINE High School in Dist. 


211, students cover sex education in the 
sophomore and senior physical education 
health units as well as In biology, family 
living and other sociology courses. 


Pat Leaf, physical education and

ate superintendent, said the district has 
tried to fill physical education vacancies 
with teachers who also have a back- 
ground In health, but health specialists 
arc in demand and difficult to find. He 
said the district's actions evolved from 
"a feeling to upgrade health." 


Courses are being added or current 


courses further developed as districts 
find students interested and teachers 
willing to discuss the problems of young 
people and to present them with the facts 
they need.

"We try to give the public what it 


wants." 


That's what John Pezdek, area man- 


ager of the Willow Creek Theatre, Pala- 
tine, says. 


The problem Is determining just what 


the public wants: A clean-cut G-rated 
movie the whole family can see, or a 
"notorious" X-rated movie for adults 
only. 


X-rated films are unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but are more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X-rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you Just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, 111. 


Rtc. 53 and Northwest Highway, recently 
came under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-ratcd movies In the village. If the 
community Is strongly against X-rated 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board. 


Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of the 
X-rated film, 35 protesting the film and 
1 In support of the theater's right to 
show it. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about the X-ratcd movies when 
the family-type movies are shown? asks 
Pezdek. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies 


At Alexian Brothers 


if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying in business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two chlldrcnt at 
$1 25 each. "It costs us more than that 
to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie is about double what it is on a G- or 
PG-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have to spend "lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films if they 
ore going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for the local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies are a 
little unjust because the theater Is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment. 


"It would be a different story if we 


were running X-films all the time, but 
we aren't," says Pedzek, szylng the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-rated pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like C.'tlcago where 
there are half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-rated films is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sure no one under age gets in, he says. 
"At the showing of "The Sex Shop' the 
manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay in." 


MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the showing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drive-In in Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater in Roll- 
ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-rated 
films do much better than G or PCs. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, has had a running battle with 
Elk Grove officials concerning the show- 
ing of X-rated films at his theater. Con- 
tending he was losing money by showing 
f a m i l y movies exclusively, Pancoe 


VD clinic to close despite case increase 


A venereal-disease clinic at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, will be closed Feb. 27 despite an 
increase in caseload. 


The County Dept. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nlehoff 
Pavillion. It was opened in March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


to close the clinic was made in Decem- 
ber on the basis of records that showed 
little use of the clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 


to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few cases of venereal disease were iden- 
tified. 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thurs- 
day in January. Eleven were found to 
have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
we are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments 
necessary and no charge from 5:30 to 


7:30 pm. Thursdays," the spokesman 
said. 


Dr. John Hall, medical director of the 


county health department, was not avail- 
able for comment Monday, but a health 
department clerk said she was directing 
all area callers to the facility at Alexian 
Brothers. 


County Dept. of Public Health also op- 


erates a venereal-disease clinic at 1401 
Oakton St., Des Plaincs. 


Crossroads Clinic, 432 E. Northwest 


Hwy., Palatine, also conducts venereal 
disease testing. 


Fresh meat on Sunday? You CAN buy it

Officially, there has been no change in 


tho ban on meat sales after 6 p.m. or 
Sundays in Des Plaincs. But unofficially, 
there is at least one store where fresh 
meat has been sold Sundays. 


Last Sunday and Sunday, Jan. 19, a 


Herald reporter purchased fresh meat 
from the Jewel Food Store, 1500 Lee St., 
DCS Plaincs, with no questions asked. 


The reporter bought ground beef and 


other packaged fresh meat in the store 
on Sunday despite tho ban, which is part 
of the Chicago area meatcutters' con- 
tract. 


Store officials later denied that fresh 


meat was for sale in their store on either 
occasion. 


"We don't sell any meat on Sunday, 


just chicken and sausage. All the fresh 
meat is token off the counter Saturday 
night," said Paul Levendowski, meat 
market manager. 


BUT THE MEAT was there, right on 


the counter, according to the reporter 
who made the purchase. The reporter 
said another shopper made a meat pur- 
chase at the same time and the checkout 
clerk did not ask any questions or refuse 
to ring up the purchase. 


Levendowski said the meat may have 


been on the counter because it was re- 
turned by a shopper who had made an 
earlier purchase. 


However, the reporter said there were 


at least 20 packages of ground beef on 
display for sale Sunday and another 30 
packages were available Jan. 19 when 
the first purchase was made. 


In checking the earlier meat-purchase 


report, one store official suggested that 
the reporter might have taken the meat 
from a refrigerator and just contended it 
had been on the counter. 


"The ban is still In effect and we defi- 


nitely sell no meat on Sunday," the offi- 
cial said.

Professionals are using Grandma's reward system 
more often tnan yearly

When Grandma said, "What a good 


boy! You ato all your dinner; now 
you may have some candy" ... that 
was a form of behavior modification. 


When Susie's teacher put a gold 


star on Susie's chart each time she 
turned In a book report ... that was 
• form of behavior modification. 


When Junior was having a temper 


tantrum and Mama sent him to his 
room until ho could control his ang- 
er, that was a form of behavior mod' 
Iflcation. 


Today, when a psychiatrist sots up 


a "token economy" for emotionally 
disturbed teenagers in a mental fa- 
cility, when a teacher makes a con- 
tract with a child wherein he earns 
points for completing his assignment, 
when an employer launches a bonus 
system based solely on achievement, 
wo term It behavior modification. 


IT HAS BEEN around for a long 


time. Professionals sometimes refer 
to It as "Grandma's Law." Grandma 
would bo surprised at how precise 
and measurable It has become. 


Unfortunately, 
behavior 
modi- 


fication has also been linked to the 
use of behavior-changing drugs and 
psycho-surgery. Public awareness of 
these practices has been increased 
recently by the criticism and In- 
d l g n a t l o n of Sen. Sam Ervin, 
D-N'orth Carolina, over government- 
funded programs in prisons and men- 
tal Institutions which use coercive 
methods with punishment or depriva- 
tions to gain control of an individual 
and modify his behavior without his 
consent. 


This Is not behavior mod. This is 


abuse of behavior mod. 


"WE'RE TALKING about environ- 


mental conditions to produce changes 
In behavior." stated Calvin Claus, 
professor of behavioral psychology at 
National College of Education, "not 
drugs or surgery. Wo ore helping 
teachers to become more precise, 
more systematic, more careful In 
their observations. The way I sec it, 
In hospitals and schools, behavior 
modification never treats the human 
being as anything less than human." 


At Forest Hospital, a psychiatric 


facility In DCS Plalncs. Dr. Bernard 
Newman Introduced a program of 
behavior modification in the adoles- 
cent unit some five years ago. Fol- 
low-up results show that 75 to 80 per 
cent of the kids show Improvement in 
functioning after leaving the hospital. 


"THE REAL ISSUE Is 'behavioral 


analysis'," said Dr. Newman. "The 
therapist must analyze behavior In 
terms of antecedent conditions, the 
behavior itself and the consequences 
following. We must try to develop a 
program that modifies the Individ- 
ual's behavior to get the con- 
sequences he wants, that arc reward- 
ing for him. 


"Punishment may be a con- 


sequence of behavior, but, per se, it 
Is not an effective means of changing 
it" 


In the adolescent unit at Forest, 


some 30 to 45 young people between 
the ages of 12 and 18 follow a token 
economy. When an individual behav- 
es In a desired way — for example, 
going to school, getting up on time, 
taking a shower — he is given imme- 
diate reinforcement in the form of 
points Social behavior — such things 
as smiling, setting goals, expressing 
one's feelings — arc also rewarded 
with points. 


A DELAYED LEVEL of reinforce- 


ment backs up the immediate one. 
After performing in desired ways 
consistently, the teenager adds up 
his points for certain privileges — 
acts which invest him with more 
freedom, more responsibility, such 
as going home on pass, staying up 
later, going outside unescorted. 


A teenager may earn between 300 


and 400 points per week, half of 
which arc bestowed by tho hospital's 
school. There ore five levels; to be 
promoted to the next higher level, 
one must earn 80 per cent of the 
available points in a two-week peri- 
od. At the fifth, or highest, level, 
where the patient is commuting from 
home and preparing for discharge, 
the token system, through gradual 
progression, is replaced by the rein- 
forcements of everyday living. 


"IT'S THE SAME as tho real 


world." sold Dr. Newman. "You do a 
good Job, you get promoted. We arc 
saying to the kids, "This is the way 
the world operates'." 


The average stay in the adolescent 


unit Is three months. A folbw-up is 
made of each patient at discharge, 
three months, six months and one 
year. Tho therapist works diligently 
with the patient's family. 


Tho behavioral approach, accord- 


Ing to Dr. Newman, is consistent, 
precise, reproducible, measurable 
and can bo discussed with others in 
simple, common language with little 
ambiguity. Furthermore, claims Dr. 
Newman, it does not deal only with 
symptoms, nor ignore causes, as Is 
sometimes charged by opponents of 
the behavioral approach. 


"ANY PROGRAM worth its salt 


helps tho patient understand the 
meaning behind his behavior," he 
said. "If a person is able to solve his 
problems In living, what difference 
docs it make what method is used?" 


Pointing out that his is a group, 


individual and family approach to at- 
tempt to Improve the teenager's abil- 
ity to handle his environment and 
relationships, Dr. Newman added, 
"It's 
a humanistic approach to 


people with problems," 


Behavior mod is not without dis- 


onchantments, however. It is not 
easy, it is not n panacea; the thera- 
pist must work very hard and be 
completely consistent. 


WHEN DOES HE have the right to 


control behavior without tho individ- 
ual's consent? "Only when that per- 
son's behavior will lead to harm to 
himself, to other people or their 
property." Dr. Newman said "I feel 
responsible to interfere if patients in 
the hospital may harm themselves.

in their own Interest that safe shelf life 
be maintained. For all this, however, 
shelf life is a variable, often dependent 
upon humidity, heat and so forth. So 
while a year shouldn't affect the leaven- 
ing, one can't be sure. 


Weevils usually are found in the top of 


a product when a box or bag is opened. 
One way to check Is to put the opened 
box in a large plastic bag, tie it tightly 
and put it on the kitchen counter. Any 
"intruders" would be seen In a short 
time If none shows. I'd try the mix. If 
the result was unsatisfactory, then throw 
the others away — and make a note to 


check the shelves more often. If you 
have a freezer, the same caution goes.

A veiled threat of legislation to change 


County Hospital's budgeting procedures 
may be used by some county commis- 
sioners today In an effort to force cuts In 
the $103.8 million proposed hospital budg- 
et. 


Last year Republican commissioners 


forced 12 million in budget cuts. This 
year, with suburban Republicans holding 
enough votes now to effectively stop pas* 
sago of an unacceptable budget, the cuts 
may be greater. 


Newly elected Comr. Mary McDonald 


of Lincolnwood may lead the commis- 
sioners demanding budget cuts today, at 
n hearing on tho hospital commission 
budget. 


Mrs. McDonald said Monday at the 


regular county board meeting that de- 
spite drops In the number of patients, the 
County Hospital budget has doubled in 
the last four years. 


She said she wants to tell officials of 


tho Health and Hospitals Governing 
Commission to trim the budget to bare 
bones, or face legislation to return con- 
trol of specifics In the hospital budget to 
tho County Board. 


SINCE 1970, the county commissioners 


have been able to approve or disapprove 
the entire hospital budget, but arc not 
allowed to veto specific items In the 
budget. 


Mrs. McDonald said even legislators 


who favored the creation of the Health 
and Hospitals Governing Commission — 
to remove the Influence of politics from 
tho administration of County Hospital — 
now arc questioning whether the County 
Board ought to have more detailed 
budgetary control. 


Referring to disclosures that County 


Hospital employes arc paid salaries far 
In excess of those received for similar 
duties at public hospitals In other cities, 
Mrs. McDonald said county tax rate 
hikes may bo unavoidable "unless we cut 
back tho (Health and Hospitals Govern- 
ing) commission's exorbitant staff ex- 
penditures."

WASHINGTON — The big supernatural 


attraction for occult fans this season is 
the so-called "Bermuda Triangle," also 
known as "The Devil's Triangle." 


Within recent weeks it has been the 


subject of at least three books, two tele- 
vision shows and a motion picture. 


In case you were lucky enough to have 


missed them all, I can tell you that the 
Bermuda triangle is an area in the North 
Atlantic where more than 100 planes and 
ships are reputed to have mysteriously 
disappeared. 


The author of one of the books says 


these craft "vanished into thin air," al- 
though that is disputed by other students 
of the phenomenon who claim they van- 
ished into heavy air. 


In any event, a new expedition to in- 


vestigate the triangle is now being ar- 
ranged by a parapsychology group called 
the Isis Center. 


Good. And once this mystery is cleared 


up maybe the Isis Center will look into a 


speaker choice parks coverage applauded 


The 93 ballots and two weeks re- 


quired for'election of a speaker of 
the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives suggests that changes arc 
needed In the method of electing 
the most powerful single member 
of the state legislature. 


In time-worn House tradition, the 


speaker Is elected by the general 
membership, and with few ex- 
ceptions he has been the represen- 
tative chosen by the majority vote 
ot the members of the party in 
power. 


Tills year's spcakcrship election 


was one of the exceptions, in which 
Rep. William A. Redmond of Ben- 
senvillc was elected over the origi- 
nal choice of the Democratic ma- 
jority. Rep. Clyde Choatc of Anna. 


: Eugene 


Schlickman 


Another notable exception oc- 


curred in 1959. when Democrat 
Paul Powell, though in the minor- 
ity party, was elected speaker with 
the help of certain Republicans. 
Redmond also required the help of 
nine Republicans to win the elec- 
tion on the 93rd ballot this year. 


• The 
Herald 
advocated Red- 


mond's election and applauded the 
removal of Choatc — a symbol of 
the "old politics" — from the 
Democratic leadership. 


There is. however, no guarantee 


that future battles for the speak- 
er's gavel will result in the election 
of the best candidate. 


An organized minority of 
the 


practitioners of the old politics 
might combine to block the elec- 
tion of a Bill Redmond, just as an 
organized minority of reformers 
this year blocked the election of 
Choate. 


Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, has already 
proposed a constitutional amend- 
ment which would reduce the pow- 
ers of lho speaker, and would spec- 
ify that he or she is to be elected by 
members of both parties, removing 
the political stigma from members 
of cither party who wish to vote for 
a candidate of the opposing party. 


There have also been suggestions 


that the speaker should be elected 
by secret ballot. This would have 
the benefit of protecting legislators 
from reprisals for their vote, and 
would nullify the possibility of buy- 
ing votes with promises of future 
favors. It would, however, deny the 
voters the advantage of knowing 
how their representatives voted. 


There are other methods by 


which the speaker could be elected. 
Some system migjit be devised, for 
instance, to eliminate the weaker 
candidates on successive ballots — 
the number of which could be de- 
termined by the legislature — so 
that the field is finally reduced to 
two. forcing a choice. 


There arc possible advantages 


and disadvantages to all these pro- 
posals. But each offers a safeguard 
against the traditional strategy of 
creating a stalemate so that politi- 
cal deals may be struck between 
the probable losers and the poten- 
tial winners. 


We urge the establishment of a 


legislative commission to study al- 
ternatives to the antiquated ritual 
of selecting a speaker of the House, 
so that future legislatures can 
avoid the kind of marathon proce- 
dure just completed.

It's logical that the AEC's func-

The NRC plays an especially im- 


portant function, for the safety 
hazards involved in nuclear power 
ore obviously monumental. The 
agency moved quickly on Jan. 30, 
when it ordered the shutdown of 23 
reactors, including one in Dresden, 
111. Its vigilance is commendable. 


The merits and demerits of the 


stepchild of Nagasaki and Hair- 
shima are well known. For good 
or evil, they are with us to stay 
— and separate agencies guiding 
nuclear power's development and 
safety nro vital to the economic 
and personal health of all of us in 
years to come. 


WASHINGTON - For the next month 


or two, Congress will be debating who 
gets what from a tax cut. That a tax cut 
is coming is about as certain as anything 
can be in Washington. But the big issue 
will be where the lion's share goes. 


Here arc some basic guidelines: 
• A straight percentage cut across the 


board favors the wealthy. Here's why: 


Taxes arc supposed to be based on abil- 


ity to pay. That's why the rates get stif- 
fcr as the income gets higher. When the 
rates are the same for all, the abllity-to- 
pay principle is upset and the tilt goes in 
favor of those with high incomes. 


Examples: A 12 per cent rebate means 


only $6 refunded to the taxpayer who had 
paid $50 in taxes; $600 refunded for the 
taxpayer who paid $5,000 in taxes; 
$6,000 for the person who paid a tax of 
$50,000. 


• A dollar cut-off accompanying the 


percentage rebate tends to work toward 
a balance. The lower the dollar cut-off, 
the more the balance until a tilt develops 
in favor of the low-income. 


Example: A $1,000 cut-off, such as 


President Ford has suggested, treats ev- 
eryone the same up to the $41,000 in- 
come. At that point the cut-off comes 
into effect, and those with Incomes above 
$41,000 would get a lower percentage 
back. A $500 cut-off would shift the bal- 
ance toward the middle-income. The low- 
income would still get very little because 
12 per cent of $50 is still only $6. 


• A straight dollar amount rebate is 


weighted heavily in favor of the low-In- 
come.

Example: $50 back for everyone. The 


taxpayer who had paid $50 in taxes, gets 
a 100 per cent cut. A $50 rebate to the 
person who paid $5,000 In taxes amoonts 
to a refund of only 1 per cent. 


It doesn't matter whether the straight 


dollar method Is used as a rebate or b 
Increasing personal exemptions or the 
minimum allowable deduction. The tilt 
toward the low income is the same.. 


The same is true, only more so, if the 


dollar refund is made for each member 
of the family, a proposal which is getting 
considerable attention in Congress. For 
example: a $70 rebate per 
person 


gives $280 to a low-income family of four. 
That is a substantial amount for a family 
that paid only $300. But the $280 would 
mean little to families with $50,000 in- 
comes. 


A drop in percentage points should not 


be confused with a percentage cut across 
the board. The income tax rates now 
start at 14 per cent and rise progressive- 
ly to 70 per cent. A percentage point drop 
for each category would not disturb the 
progressive feature of the income tax 
and could preserve the ability to pay 
principle Insofar as it is written into the 
present tax system. 


Those arc the basic ways being consid- 


ered to cut taxes. The method chosen 
will decide who gets what.

During the wintertime our highways 


are subject to salt being spread on them 
— Uic purpose being to make highways 
safe to drive on. One might wonder what 
happens to that blue colored salt when it 
dissolves and is washed away into the 
street drains. Here in Wheeling it prob- 
ably flows through the drains into the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch, then to the 
Des Plaines River and then into Lake 
Michigan. 


An interesting ecological project which 


Wheeling High School students could be- 
come involved in is a two-year study of 
the saline (salt concentration) and cop- 
per (the blue color in salt that is spread 
on streets usually is due to the copper) 
levels in the drainage ditch, Des Plaines 
River and other open water areas in the 
village. Both of these chemicals arc dan- 
gerous to aquatic life. Once a week 
sampling and analysis of the water over 
a 104-week period could show seasonal 
variations. 


I would hope that Wheeling village offi- 


cials — the Environmental Commission 
— would encourage the Wheeling High 
School to undertake such a project.

we're rtlll Involved In Vietnam but I 
teamed so much more about the situ- 
ation," Mlchcle said. "There are gross 
violations of the pence accord by the 
United States: what has happened to po- 
litical prisoners is terrible — the whole 
situation is horrendous " 


Each of the participants returned with 


packets of information on the "contin- 
uing war in Indochina" and there is no 
ikcpticUm in their voice* when they re- 
fer to the statistics and facts they freely 
quote. 


The girls were disappointed with the 


lack of press coverage the peace march 
received. 


"The majority of Americans are quite 


Ignorant and content being that way." 
.Mlchcle said "The press Is helping that 
alone They have the attitude that the 
peace movement is something that's not 
in fashion " 


"IT WAS REALLY zero coverage," 


Margie added. "Even In the Washington 
Post we were In the local section It was 
disillusioning to see."

They arc also unsure how much effect

lluffer also believes In strong fore- 


checking and back-checking, which he 
tees to» cauilng mistakes on (he part of 
opponents. 


"If we can do these two things well 


and capitalize on the other team's mis- 
takes, the offensive aspect comes natu- 
rally," said Huffcr. 


Since the first two games of the sea- 


son, Huffcr has found no reason to com- 
plain. An unprepared Hawk team went 
up against two four-year teams and lost 
by big scores. 


"Those losses were due to a com- 


bination of many things. They were our 
first games, while both of the teams we 
played had no less than eight games be- 
hind them at the time. They were also 
varsity squads," Huffcr said. 


While the Hawks have been learning to 


apply their coach's philosophy, another 
Huffcr plan has evolved. He's found that 
his team has offensive balance, with any 
of his three lines possessing the ability to 
score. 


"We like to work on balance because It 


gives us flexibility," explained Huffcr. 
"In tho last few games we've put our 
weaker line against our opponents 
strongest because if we can hold them 
then, we should be in good shape the rest 
of tho game." 


In Harper's 8-4 win over Morton, seven 


different players scored to prove Huff- 
cr's point. 


lirlng In charge of a new sport In the 


Harper athletic program, lluffer has 
kept bufy since he decided (o take the 
job. First he hn(| the organizational 
chores to attend to. Then he found him- 
self with a group of young men, most of 
whom had never been high school athlet- 
es. 


"The first thing this team needed was 


mental discipline, and, being In college, 
they had to coordinate to n different life 
style," Huffcr said. "They've all settled 
down and Improved now, some more 
than others." 


Huffcr has had two major worries, eli- 


gibilities and Injuries, since the season 
began. Tho first has passed now while 
tho other Is always present. 


Eligibility was the first problem, some- 


thing now to tho team made up mostly of 
first-year players. Being part of athlet- 
In, tho players have to keep up their 
grades before they can laco up their 
skates. 


Three players were lost at the semes- 


ler break, but two were added at the 
same time. 


"I thought It would take a bigger toll, 


but tho players knew the situation," said 
Huffcr. "We lost speed and flnesso but 
wo gained strength and aggressiveness." 
. Because of this, tho Hawks have 
;shifted around their lines, none of which 
•arc the same as when the season started. 
! One of tho captains, Mark Dason, Is 
;ono player who feels ho has benefited 
;from tho switch. Ho had been playing 
•left wing until tho center on his lino be- 
Icamo Ineligible. 
; "Center Is the position I've always 
•played and I feel more comfortable 
there," Dason sold. "Left wing was not 
coming along well at all for me." 


Huffcr feels that luck has been with his

whether to moke hockey part of the high 
school athletic program," Huffer contin- 
ued.

ABC's flaccid, 
sugar-coated 
breakfast show 


NEW YORK - In the hall-follow-wcll- 


met atmosphere of a Manhattan bistro, 
ABC introduced "AM America" to a 
group of journalists and the New York 
Academy of Television Arts and Scien- 
ces. 


The reason for (lie gathering was lo sa- 


lute ABC's new sugar-coated breakfast 
cereal, now battling the CBS Morning 
News and NBC's "Today" for the early- 
bird market. 


Although the show still is in the Infant 


stage, it Is eclipsing CBS, but still is far 
behind "Todny," one of TV's most suc- 
cessful shows. 


THUS. ABC executives, buoyed by 


positive Indications of "AM," shouted ho- 
sannn while they Introduced their baby's 
on-and off-camera staff. It was a mar- 
velous performance. 


But In retrospect, there was something 


slightly immoral about that afternoon, 
and there is something immoral about 
"AM America." 


No, "AM" is not pornography or sin. 


But "AM" is a He, like the show-business 
kiss. It is laden with. Insincerity. 


"AM America" has to be the most ex- 


pensive, best-researched con'job in the 
history of television. The network paid $8 
million and spent 18 months of research 
to sucker viewers into watching. And

even before the show went on the air, 
ABC blew more trumpets than Cleopatra 
entering Rome. "AM America," like sug- 
ar-coated cereal, looks good, tastes good, 
and appeals to the young. But like all 
sweetened food, it can make you fat. 


WHAT IS MOST disturbing about "AM 


America" is that it is a sellout to the 
growing power of the television con- 
sultant, who is only interested in ratings. 


"AM's" consultants were Magid Asso- 


ciates. Tliis firm looked Into what Is the 
best color for early-morning viewing, 
what is the best music and what is the 
best background montage. Even the plas- 
tic soapbox racer-like podlums are calcu- 
lated to be less imposing than desks. 


Similarly, the on-camera staff Is a 


study in calculation. All their comments 
seem rehearsed, even the jokes. There is 
no flesh or blood, just a plastic Magid 
formula. 


BUI Beutcl, a refugee from happy-talk 


news of WABC-TV in New York, is the 
male star. He is. smooth and artkulate 
but a lightweight. 


The female star is Stephanie Edwards, 


a sometime trombone player and former 
Los Angeles TV personality. She is a pro- 
fessional cheerleader whose high point is 
reading the weather. 


Unlike Barbara Walters, Stephanie Ed- 


wards will never threaten one woman in 
America. And she will never make you 
think. That's why she has her job. 


THE ONLY SOLID member of the 


show is Canadian-born Peter Jennings, a 
former 
ABC anchorman and most 


recently the chief of the network's Beirut 
bureau. Unfortunately, a good portion of 
his time is spent reading the news from 
his post in Washington. When he is given 
an interview, he handles it more in- 
telligently than his cohorts. 


The show's commentators — all un- 


trained journalists — make up the ele- 
phant's graveyard of American politics. 
John V. Lindsay, the former mayor of 
New York, handles interviews the way 
he handled the city. Former Sen. Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina and Watergate 
fame, spouts cornpone, the Bible and 
Shakespeare. And media-appointed black 
leader the Rev. Jesse Jackson lectures 
on radical chic. 


"AM America" does not deserve-to be 


watched. One only hopes CBS and NBC 
get moving and crush ABC's morning 
show the way they smashed the net- 
work's prime-time operation this year. 
Their efforts might not create excellent 
television, but at least it may improve 
the level of mediocrity.

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial'; Congress reacts ivith anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
for the biggest deficit In peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and inflation In 1975 and 197S. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has Issued.

THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit 'and outlays of $349.4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This is an increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government Is 
spending tills year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
marks he delivered as he signed the 
budget message and sent It to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start In a new direction along the per- 
mancnt road of fiscal Integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled increase.1) In health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Mohon, D-Tex., 74, the 


tall, stooped-shouldercd chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said In 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the Increase 


in the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the Inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICAN'S were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domenici of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't sec any great latitude In this budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We are now paying the price, In unem- 
ployment and inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion If Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the

VD clinic to close despite case increase 


A venereal-disease clime at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, will be dosed Feb. 27 despite an 
increase In caseload. 


The County Dept. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nlehoff 
Pavillion. It was opened In March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


to close the clinic was made in Decem- 
ber on the basis of records that showed 
little use of the clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 


to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few cases of venereal disease were iden- 
tified. 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thurs- 
day In January. Eleven were found to 
have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
we are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments 
necessary and no charge from 5:30 to

"We try to give the public what it 


wants." 


That's what John Pezdek, area man- 


ager of the Willow Creek Theatre, Pala- 
tine, says. 


The problem Is determining just what 


the public wants: 'A clean-cut G-ratcd 
movie the whole family can sec, or a 
"notorious" X-rated movie for adults 
only. 


X-rated films are unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but are more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X-rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, HI. 


Rte. S3 and Northwest Highway, recently 
camo under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-rated movies in the village. If the 
community is strongly against X-rated 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board. 


Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of the 
X-rated film, 35 protesting the film and 
1 in support of the theater's right to 
show it. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about the X-rated movies when 
the family-type movies arc shown? asks 
Pczdck. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies 


if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying in business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two children! at 
$1.25 each. "It costs us more than that 
to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie is about double what it is on a G- or 
PC-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have to spend "lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films if they 
arc going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for the local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies are a 
little unjust because the theater is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment. 


"It would be a different story if we 


were running X-films all the time, but 
we aren't," says Pedzek, szying the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-rated pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like Chicago where 
there arc half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-rated films is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sure no one under age gets in, he says. 
"At the showing of "The Sex Shop' the 
manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay In." 


MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the showing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drive-In in Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater in Roll- 
Ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-rated 
films do much better than G or PCs. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, has had a running battle with 
Elk Grove officials concerning the show- 
ing of X-rated films at his theater. Con- 
tending he was losing money by showing 
f a m i l y movies exclusively, Pancoe 


showed "The Devil in Miss Jones," an 
X-rated film last year. Amid protests 
and threats of suits and injunctions the 
film's run came to an end. 


"Flesh Gordon," another X-rated film, 


was recently shown by Pancoe and again 
prompted complaints that it violated the 
village's anti-obscenity ordinance. On the 
basis of a report from three Elk Grove 
policemen, village officials decided the 
movie did not violate the village's anti- 
obscenity law. Moviegoers can now view 
"Swiss Family Robinson" at the Elk 
Grove Theater and "The Life and Times 
of Grizzly Adams," another G-rated film, 
is showing at the Willow Creek Theatre.

LONG GltOVE fire officials are fight- 


ing additon of the territory to tho Wheel- 
ing district, saying it would cut off a 
largo part of the protection district's tax 


base and would reduce their revenue an 
estimated $60,000 annually. 


Officials also say Lake County resi- 


dents would be subject to higher taxes 
for service if voters approve dis- 
anncxatlon.

and attorney Paul Chervln could not be 
reached Monday for comment. 


If the court grants the request and or- 


ders a referendum, the election would be 
held 60 days later, Raysa said.

Fresh meat on Sunday? You CAN buy it

Officially, there has been no change in 


tho ban on meat sales after 6 p.m.*or 
Sundays in Des Plalnes. But unofficially, 
there is at least one store where fresh 
meat has been sold Sundays. 


Last Sunday and Sunday, Jan. 19, a 


Herald reporter purchased fresh meat 
from tho Jewel Food Store, 1500 Lee St., 
DCS Plaincs, with no questions asked. 


Tho reporter bought ground beef and 


other packaged fresh meat in the store 
on Sunday despite the ban, which is part 
of tho Chicago area mcatcutters' con- 
tract. 


Store officials later denied that fresh 


meat was for sale In their store on either 
occasion. 


"We don't sell any meat on Sunday, 


just chicken and sausage. All the fresh 
meat Is taken off tho counter Saturday 
night," said Paul Levendowski, meat 
market manager. 


BUT THE MEAT was there, right on 


tho counter, according to tho reporter 
who made the purchase. The reporter 
said another shopper made a meat pur- 
chase at the same time and the checkout 
clerk did not ask any questions or refuse 
to ring up the purchase. 


Levendowski said the meat may have 


been on tho counter because it was re- 
turned by a shopper who had made an 
earlier purchase. 


However, the reporter said there were 


at least 20 packages of ground beef on 
display for sale Sunday and another 30 
packages were available Jan. 19 when 
the first purchase was made. 


In checking the earlier meat-purchase 


report, one store official suggested that 
the reporter might have taken the meat 
from a refrigerator and just contended it 
had been on the counter. 


"The ban Is still in effect and we defi- 


nitely sell no meat on Sunday," the offi- 
cial said.

The Buffalo Grove Fire Dept. plans to 


get its feet wet this week in anticipation 
of tho opening of the second village fire 
station, 505 W. Dundee Rd. 


Until the station is opened later this 


year, one of Buffalo Grove's fire engines 
will be stored at Arlington Heights' Fire 
Station No. 4, 3100 N. Arlington Heights 
Rd. 


The reason is to make room for the 


$70,000 pumper truck delivered this week 
to the present station, SO Raupp Blve. 


"This is something that will give us a 


Uttlo more depth," said Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter. 


The vehicle moving to the Arlington 


Heights station will be used as a backup 
truck. It will respond to alarms only 
when necessary. The new pumper will 
serve as a "front-line" vehicle on all fire 
calls in the village, said Winter. 


WITH TIIE MOVE, seven volunteer 


firefighters will be assigned to man the 
Arlington Heights Road-based truck. 


Winter hopes to start the procedure 


this week. Firemen spent last week 
equipping the new pumper. 


Preparation Included installing hoses, 


tools and other equipment, along with al- 
lowing fire crews to acquaint themselves 
with its use, Whiter said. 


Early next month, the department ex- 


pects to take delivery on another para- 
medic ambulance unit. 


Sending part of the Buffalo Grove fire 


crew and an engine to the Arlington 
Heights station is possible through an 
automatic mutual-aid alarm pact de- 
signed to beef up firefighting forces in 
the two villages. 


UNDER THE agreement, the two de- 


partments automatically send equipment 
to house and budding fires in each oth- 
er's village. 


"This is the first step to a two-station

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial'; Congress reacts ivith anguish 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
for the biggest deficit In peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and inflation In 107S and 1978. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has issued. 


"My God," Rep. Sam Gibbon, D-Fla., 


said when he heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that he Is going 
to bo a two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


have to run for the Presidency In 1976 
with 7.5 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by 3 3 per cent when In- 
creases due to inflation arc left out. Lost 
> car's drop In the gross national product 
u as 2 2 per cent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349.4 billion In 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an Increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with Inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government Is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said In re- 
marks he delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent it to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start in a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal Integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled increases in health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 
' 
Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74, the 


toll, stooped-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said in 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


in the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern In the Inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a largo majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn, 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen Peter 
Domenicl of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic "I 
don't see any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen Jacob K Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an Increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs 


Rep Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We are now paying the price, In unem- 
ployment and inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security In the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s Is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion if Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the 


blame for the economy's troubles on the

Building housing city 
offices still faulty-

Building-code violations still exist In a 


downtown DCS Plaines building, which 
houses offices for Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 
rcl and City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, de- 
spite a two-} car effort to get the prob- 
lems corrected. 


Building Comr. William Baldaccini ac- 


knowledged that the code violations, 
which have been the subject of con- 
troversy since 1973, still exist, but de- 
scribed them as minor. He declined to 
Identify the violations. 


The city has rented offices in the build- 


Ing. 1324 Miner St., since July 1973. The 
decision to rent the office, In what was 
formerly a Scars, Roebuck and Co., store 


was protested in the city council when It 
was learned that more than 30 building- 
code violations existed. 


When the city announced plans to 


move into the building, owned by Peter 
Mandas, several reports surfaced detail- 
ing a scries of problems detected in 1971, 
that went uncorrected for several years. 


THE CITY OBTAINED a temporary 


occupancy permit when it first moved 
Into the building in 1973, despite protest 
and the numerous code violations. 


Baldaccini said since he became build- 


ing commissioner in 1973, he has been 
working to get oil of the problems cor- 
rected. 


One aspect of the facility, which was at 


the center of the controversy, might 
come under discussion when the city 
moves into Its new offices March IS. 


Some aldermen protested the fact that 


a garage adjacent to the building did not 
conform to the code and said it should 
have been demolished. 


Baldaccini said once all the code viola- 


tions arc corrected in the building he will 
issue a building permit for the garage. 
Mandas plans to remodel the garage Into 
another store. 


BESIDES THE garage, which was con- 


sidered a nonconforming use, city In- 
spectors said tho building had improper 
wiring, a lack of fireproofing and prob-

Council to rent city hall office to Mikva 


The Des Plaines City Council Monday 


night agreed to rent office space In tho 
new city hall to U S. Rep. Abncr J. Mik- 
va. D-10th. 


Mlkvn's office will occupy 835 square 


feet of tho sixth floor of the new building. 
Rent for tho space will be $500 per month 
with a lease to run through Jan. 3,1977, 
the extent of Mlkva's term. 


Mikva requested rental of the space for 


one of three offices he will maintain In 
tho district. 


Although the request was approved by 


unanimous vote of the council, Aid. Alan 
Abrams, 8th, said he believed It is not a 
good precedent to rent space in a munici- 
pal building to a political figure. 


"An apolitical building, like a city hall, 


Is not the place for Congressional of- 
fices," Abrams said. "Rightly, a Con- 
gressman's office Involves politics and if 


people come into the city hall to pay for 
their dog license, I don't think they 
should have to face a political figure." 


SEVERAL ALDERMEN took issue 


with Abrams' statement, contending that 
Mlkva's presence in the city would be 
valuable. "I think it's an asset to tho 
public to have him located in tho civic 
center so people from senior citizens on 
down can have access to him," Aid. Rob- 
ert Hlndc, 4th, sold. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th, said a Con- 


gressman's office in the city would bo a 
service to citizens. He added that space 
In the city hall Is being rented to Mikva, 
not given to him. 


Abrams went along with the majority 


when an amendment banning the office 
from being used as a campaign head- 
quarters was tagged onto the proposal. 


The amendment prohibits Mikva from 
posting any banners or signs hi the office 
and from using It In the future as a cam- 
paign office.

"We try to give *be public what it 


wants." 


That's what John Pczdek, area man- 


ager of the Willow Creek Theatre, Pala- 
tine, says. 


The problem is determining just what 


the public wants: A clean-cut G-rated 
movie the whole family can see, or a 
"notorious" X-rated movie for adults 
only. 


X-rated films are unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but are more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X-rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, 111. 


Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway, recently 
came under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-ratcd movies in the village. If the 
community is strongly against X-ratcd 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board. 


Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of the 
X-rated film, 35 protesting the film and 
1 In support of the theater's right to 
show it. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about the X-rated movies when 
the family-type movies are shown? asks 
Pczdek. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies 


if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying in business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two childrent at 
$1.25 each. "It costs us more than that 
to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie is about double what it is on a G- or 
PG-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have 'to spend /'lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films If they 
are going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for the local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies are a 
little unjust because the theater is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment. 


"It would be a different story If we 


were running X-fllms all the time, but 
we aren't," says Pedzek, szying the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-rated pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like Chicago where 
there arc half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-ratcd films Is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sure no one under age gets In, he says. 
"At the showing of "The Sex Shop' the 
manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay In." 


MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the snowing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drive-In In Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater in Roll- 
ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-rated 
films do much better than G or PGs. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, has had a running battle with 
Elk Grove officials concerning the show- 
ing of X-rated films at his theater. Con- 
tending he was losing money by showing 
f a m i l y movies exclusively, Pancoe 


showed "The Devil in Miss Jones," an 
X-rated film last year. Amid protests 
and threats of suits and injunctions the 
film's run came to an end. 


"Flesh Gordon," another X-rated film, 


was recently shown by Pancoe and again 
prompted complaints that it violated the 
village's anti-obscenity ordinance. On the 
basis of a report from three Elk Grove 
policemen, village officials decided the 
movie did not violate the village's anti- 
obscenity law. Moviegoers can now view 
"Swiss Family Robinson" at the Elk 
Grove Theater and "The Life and Times 
of Grizzly Adams," another G-rated film, 
is showing at the Willow Creek Theatre.

A venereal-disease clinic at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, will be closed Feb. 27 despite an 
increase in caseload. 


The County Dept. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nichoff 
Pavillion. It was opened in March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


to close the clinic was made in Decem- 
ber on the basis of records that showed 
little use of the clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few cases of venereal disease were iden- 
tified. 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thursi 
day in January. Eleven were found to 


have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
we are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments 
necessary and no charge from 5:30 to 
7:30 p.m. Thursdays," the spokesman 
said. 


Dr. John Hall, medical director of the 


county health department, was not avail- 
able for comment Monday, but a health 
department clerk said she was directing 
all area callers to the facility at Alexian 
Brothers. 


County Dept. of Public Health also op- 


erates a venereal-disease clinic at 1401 
Oakton St., Des Plaines. 


Crossroads Clinic, 432 E. Northwest 


Hwy., Palatine, also conducts venereal 
disease testing.

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial'; Congress reacts with anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest sell-denial" that calls 
for the biggest deficit In peacetime his* 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and inflation in 1975 and 1976. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has Issued. 


"My God," Rep. Sam Gibbon, D-Fla., 


said when he heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that he is going 
to bo n two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


have to run for the Presidency In 1976 
with 7.5 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by 3.3 per cent when In- 
creases due to Inflation are left out. Lost 
year's drop in the gross national product 
was 2.2 per cent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349.4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an Increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
marks ho delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent jt to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start In a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled Increases In health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump In the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74, the 


tall, stooped-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said in 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


In the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the Inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
\\ith "a large majority" of the reductions 
In social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domenici of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't see any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he sold. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but sold he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an Increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We are now paying the price, in unem- 
ployment and Inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and Inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s Is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey sold. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and sold the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion If Congress did not com- 
piy-Sen. Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 
crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase hi Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent.

The County Dcpt. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nichoff 
Pavilion. It was opened In March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


lo close the clinic was mode in Decem- 
ber on the basis of records that showed 
little use of the clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few cases of venereal disease were Iden- 
tified 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thurs- 
day In January. Eleven were found to 


have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
wo are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments 
necessary and no charge from 5:30 to* 
7:30 p.m. Thursdays," the spokesman 
said. 


Dr. John Hall, medical director of the 


county health department, was not avail- 
able for comment Monday, but a health 
department clerk said she was directing 
all area callers to the facility at Alcxlan 
Brothers.

No traffic deaths., statistics show 
Vandalism, thefts up sharply in '74 


Reports of vandalism, theft and bur- 


glary increased substantially In Elk 
Grove Village in 1974, year-end police 
statistics released Monday show. 


A comparison of 1974 figures to 1973 


figures Indicate: 


• Vandalism Increased 59 per cent 


from 561 incidents In 1973 to 892 in 1974. 


• Theft complaints increased 61.1 per 
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cent from 564 complaints in 1973 to 909 In 
1974. 


• Burglary incidents went up 47.4 per 


cent from 232 In 1973 to 342 In 1974. 


A wave of vandalism In September In 


the Elk Grove Village Industrial park 
apparently Is responsible for the sharp 
rise In vandalism complaints. Some 80 
businesses were hit by vandals during a 
two-week period, causing an estimated 
$25,000 damage. 


Police report the average estimate of 


other 18 burglaries Involving more than 
most Incidents causing $150 damage. 


Burglary and theft incidents were not 


confined to the village's industrial com- 
plex and business and commercial area. 


Elk Grove Village police said they 


cleared 15 house and apartment burglar- 
ies and eight attempted burglaries with 
the arrest of two men In July. The men 
also were charged with some 50 burglar- 
ies In neighboring villages. 


Several other arrests of juveniles in 


June cleared about 30 minor burglaries 
and thefts of schools, churches and 
apartment buildings, police said. 


POLICE SAID THEY cleared up an- 


ther 18 burglaries involving more than 
$100,000 in stolen office equipment with 
the arrest of a Chicago,ring of burglars 
In February. 


There were no fatalities in 1974 in con-

"We try to give the public what it 


wants." 


That's what John Pezdek, area man- 


ager of the Willow Creek Theatre, Pala- 
tine, says. 


The problem is determining just what 


the public wants: A clean-cut G-rated 
.movie the whole family can see, or a 
"notorious" X-ratcd movie for adults 
only. 


X-rated films "are unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but arc more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X:rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, 111. 


Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway, recently 
came under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pros. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-ratcd movies in the village. If the 
community Is strongly against X-ratcd 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board.

Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of the 
X-rated film, 35 protesting the film and 
1 in support of the theater's right to 
show It. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about the X-ratcd movies when 
the family-type movies arc shown? asks 
Pezdek. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies 


if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying in business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two childrent at 
$1.25 each. "It costs us more than that 
to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie Is about double what it is on a G- or 
PG-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have to spend "lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films if they 
are going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for the. local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies are a 
little unjust because the theater is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment. 


"It would be a different story if we 


were running X-films all the time, but 
wo aren't," says Pedzek, szylng the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-rated pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like Chicago where 
there arc half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-rated films is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sure no one under age gets In, he says. 
"At the showing of "The Sex Shop1 the 
'manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay in." 


MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the snowing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drlve-In in Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater in Roll- 
ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-rated 
films do much better than G or PCs. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, has had a running battle with 
Elk Grove officials concerning the show- 
ing of X-rated films at his theater. Con- 
tending he was losing money by showing 
f a m i l y movies exclusively, Pancoe 


showed "The Devil in Miss Jones," an 
X-rated film last year. Amid protests 
and threats of suits and injunctions tho 
film's run came to an end. 


"Flesh Gordon," another X-rated film, 


was recently shown by Pancoe and again 
prompted complaints that it violated the 
village's anti-obscenity ordinance. On the 
basis of a report from three Elk Grove 
policemen, village officials decided the 
movie did not violate the village's anti- 
obscenity law. Moviegoers can now view 
"Swiss Family Robinson" at the Elk 
Grove Theater and "The Life and Times 
of Grizzly Adams," another G-rated film,' 
is showing at the Willow Creek Theatre.

"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is

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Hearing March 4 on revenue sharing 


A public hearing has been set for 


March 4 to permit Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents to voice opinions on spending of the 
village's federal revenue-sharing money. 


The date was set by the village board 


this week at the recommendation of the 


, board's finance committee. The com- 
mittee last week agreed to seek the hear- 
ing at the urging of Village Pres. Vir- 
ginia Hnyter. 


Mrs. Hayter told the committee that 


village officials must consider the com- 
munity in planning how the federal mon- 


ey is to be spent She said consideration 
must include whether the village can af- 
ford to use the funds for ongoing pro- 
grams that could be jeopardized if the 
federal funding program is discontinued 
after 1976. 


THE FEDERAL revenue-sharing pro- 


gram, a fi\e-> ear program started in 
1972, provides local and state govern- 
ments with a portion of tax revenues col- 
lected by the federal government Money 
is distributed according to a formula 
based on local taxing effort, population 


and incomes 


Since the program began the village 


has received more than $300,000, which 
has been used in part to help buy equip- 
ment, pay police salaries, fund street 
and sidewalk maintenance and aid some 
agencies, including the Hoffman Estates 
Fire Protection District. 


The future of the program is in doubt 


because Congress may decide not to re- 
new the program beyond its 1976 term. 
Municipalities that have used the funds 
for ongoing programs could suffer if that 


occurs and other revenue does not exist 
to support the loss 


Mrs. Hayter said village policy has 


been to consider in advance if programs 
could be maintained without revenue- 
shanng money "but mav.be it's time to 
see if the community agrees," she said 


She added that outside agencies also 


may seek allotments from the village's 
revenue-sharing purse. "If we're going to 
be hit with requests we're going to have 
to be knowledgeable and also know what 
the community wants," she said.

"We try to give the public what it 


wants." 


That's what John Pezdek, area man- 


ager of the Willow Creek Theatre, Pala- 
tine, says. 


The problem is determining just what 


the public wants: A clean-cut G-rated 
movie the whole family can see, or a 
"notorious" X-rated movie for adults 
only. 


X-rated films are unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but are more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X-rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, HI. 


Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway, recently 
came under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-rated movies in the village. If the 
community Is strongly against X-rated 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board. 


Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of. the 
X-ratcd film, 35 protesting tho film and 
1 In support of the theater's right to 
show it. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about tho X-rated movies when 
the family-type movies are shown? asks' 
Pozdek. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies 


if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying hi business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two children! at 
$1.25 each. "It costs us more than that 
to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie is about double what it is on a G- or 
PC-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have to spend "lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films if they 
are going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for the local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies are a 
little unjust because the theater is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment 


"It would be a different story if we 


were running X-fllms all the time, but 
we aren't," says Pedzek, szying the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-rated pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like Chicago where 
there are half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-rated films is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sure no one under age gets in, he says. 
"At the showing of 'The Sex Shop' the 
manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay in." 


Clinic to close despite 
increase in VD caseload 


A venereal-disease clinic at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grovo Vil- 
lage, will bo closed Feb. 27 despite an 
Increase in caseload. 


The County Dopt. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nlehoff 
Pavlllion. It was opened in March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


to close the clinic was made in Decem- 
ber on tho basis of records that showed 
little use of tho clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few coses of venereal disease were iden- 
tified. 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thurs- 
day in January. Eleven were found to 


have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
we are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments 
necessary and no charge from 5:30 to 
7:30 p.m. Thursdays," the spokesman 
said. 


Dr. John Hall, medical director of the 


county health department, was not avail- 
able for comment Monday, but a health 
department clerk said she was directing 
all area callers to the facility at Alexian 
Brothers. 


County Dept. of Public Health also op- 


erates a venereal-disease clinic at 1401 
Oakton St., Des Plalnes. 


Crossroads Clinic, 432 E. Northwest 


Hwy., Palatine, also conducts venereal 
disease testing.

When asked what would happen If a

IN OTHER BUSINESS. William Catlin, 


chairman of the village's fire and police 
commission, told the village board the 
commission is planning to change the 
present residency requirements for fire- 
fighters. This is being done to equate vil- 
lage standards with the fire district's re- 
quirements now that the village has as- 
sumed all services from the district. 


The commission suggested a firefighter 


should live within five miles of the vil- 
lage. The present standard is that the 
firefighter should live In the village, but 
that the standard could be waived on an 
individual basis.

MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the showing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drive-In in Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater In Roll- 
Ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-ratcd 
films do much better than G or PGs. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, has had a running battle with 
Elk Grove officials concerning the show- 
Ing of X-rated films at his theater. Con- 
tending he was losing money by showing 
f a m i l y movies exclusively, Pancoe 


showed "The Devil in Miss Jones," an 
X-rated film last year. Amid protests 
and threats of suits and injunctions the 
film's run came to on end. 


"Flesh Gordon," another X-ratcd film, 


was recently shown by Pancoe and again 
prompted complaints that it violated the 
village's anti-obscenity ordinance. On the 
basis of a report from three Elk Grove 
policemen, village officials decided the 
movie did not violate the village's anti- 
obscenity law. Moviegoers can now view 
"Swiss Family Robinson" at the Elk 
Grove Theater and "The Life and Times 
of Grizzly Adams," another G-rated film, 
Is showing at the Willow Creek Theatre.

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial9; Congress reacts with anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
(or the blggcM deficit In peacetime his- 
tory ami predicts rising unemployment 
and Inflation In 1973 and 1976. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has Issued. 


"My God." Rep. Sam Gibbon. D-FIa . 


said when he heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that he Is going 
to l>e a two->car President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


hate to run for the Presidency In 1976 
with 7.3 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by 3.3 per cent when In- 
crcasc!> due to inflation arc left out. Last 
> car's drop in the gross national product 
was1.'2 percent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of S349.4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with inflation — 
cner the $313.4 billion the government Is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
, marks he delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent It to Congress. 


"It has muscle as uell," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It Is 
a start In a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled Increases in health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump In the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also come under fire. 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74, the 


tall, stooped-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said In 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


In the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domcnici of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't see any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he said. ' 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We arc now paying the price, in unem- 
ployment and Inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size.

Palatine officials 
say: 


'X-rated movies should be banned' 


Several Palatine officials, Including 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones, said 
Monday night X-ratcd movies should be 
banned from Palatine's only theater but 
said a survey of residents is needed be- 
fore a new local obscenity ordinance is 
passed. 


Alembers of the village's health, safety 


and welfare committee will ask the Pala- 
tine Advisory Council to survey residents 
to determine if the village should legis- 
late the types of movies shown In the 
village. The council already is studying 
possible problems caused by X-rated 
movies shown at the Willow Creek 
Theatre, Northwest Highway and 111. 
Rte. 53. 


Before any action Is taken, Palatine of- 


ficials plan a meeting with the theater 
owners asking that X-rated movies not 
be shown. 


Village officials said they have re- 


ceived 36 letters, after asking for com- 
munity input on the movie controversy 
last week. They said 33 were in favor of 
banning X-rated shows. 


JONES MADE his views very clear. 


"We should have an ordinance prohibit- 
ing X-ratcd movies," he said. "There are 
plenty of other places in the metropolitan 
area, other than a family-type commu- 
nity like Palatine, where they can be 
shown. This is not San Francisco or Chi- 
cago." 


Jones also predicted the outcome of a 


community survey. "I think I have my 
pulse on what the community wants. If 
this is put on a ballot it will lose eight to 
one," he said. 


Committee Chairman James Shaw also 


said objectionable films should be pro- 
hibited in Palatine. "We now have an 
ordinance on the books saying X-rated 
should not be shown. I personally feel .we 
as village officials should answer citizens 
requests on this matter. If we allow 
X-rated what's next?" he said. 


The local ordinance banning obscene 


films is not being enforced because offi- 
cials said a review of the law is needed. 
"Our ordinance was passed when these 


movies were in back alleys and not in 
public theaters," Jones said. 


A HANDFUL OF residents attended 


the meeting at the Slade Street Fire Sta- 
tion. Several said a ban is necessary to 
protect the young and immature. 


Ronald Johnson, a film teacher at Roll- 


ing Meadows High School and leader of a 
monthly film program at the Palatine 
Public Library, told village trustees it 
would be very difficult to ban X-rated 
films. He said the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision giving more local jurisdiction in 
determining community mores says 
nothing about X-rated movies. He said 
after the meeting a good movie can be 
X-rated. "I wouldn't want to see the ordi- 
nance passed," he said.

tion.

City officials have considered 
changing* carriers because of a sur- 
charge imposed on the city to make up 
the deficit in its accounts resulting from 
excessive claims. Other possible dis- 
cussion topics are pay raises for employ- 
es and the first draft of city budget for 
1975-76, although proposals on these 
items arc not expected until later this 
month.

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial9; Congress reacts ivith anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
(or the biggest deficit In peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and inflation In 1075 and 197D. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has issued. 


"My God," Rep. Sam Gibbon, D-Fla., 


said when ho heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that ho is going 
to bo a two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


have to run for the-Presidency In 1976 
with 7.5 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by 3.3 per cent when In- 
creases due to Inflation arc left out. Last 
year's drop In the gross national product 
was 2.2 per cent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349.4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government Is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
marks ho delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent it to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he sold. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start in a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled Increases in health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74, the 


tall, stoopcd-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said in 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


in the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domenici of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't see any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We are now paying the price, in unem- 
ployment and inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s Is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion if Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 3C 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the 


blame for the economy's troubles on UK

Survey of residents needed

for highly trained professionals, but 
Tucker realizes in the eyes of the major- 
ity of Americans, it is a pretty glam- 
orous job. 


RECALLING HIS years between 1958 


and 1962 as part of the White House pro- 
tective detail assigned to the late Presi- 
dents John F. Kennedy and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Tucker admits there were 
some pretty exciting moments. 


He recalls the time in Paris in 1960 


when he watched Eisenhower tell off Nl- 
kita Khrushchev over the Francis Gary 
Powers U-2 spying Incident and walk out 
of the summit conference. 


There was a memorable night in 1961, 


too, when Tucker passed Kennedy in a 
hall of the White House at 3 a.m. after a 
hastily called meeting between the Presi- 
dent and Senate leaders. He learned lat- 
er that the topic of that meeting was the 
now-infamous Bay of Pigs fiasco. 


Besides being a witness to history in 


several instances, Tucker also had a 
unique opportunity to see the human side 
of the two presidents as they relaxed 
with their families and friends. 


Tucker trailed Eisenhower around mi- 


ni erous golf courses and traveled 
frequently with Kennedy to spend week- 
ends at the Kennedy family compound at 
Hyannisport, Moss. 


THE KENNEDYS, he said, despite 


their millions, never seemed to carry 
any cosh. 


"One time Jackie asked me for $10 be- 


cause her hairdresser was coming and 
she didn't have any money and Kennedy 
himself always put a hand back to one of 
us at Sunday Mass for $5 or $10 for the 
collection plate," he said, smiling. "Of 
course," he hurriedly added, "they al- 
ways paid us back later." 


Shortly after John (John-John) Kenne- 


dy was bom, Mrs. Kennedy decided to go 
down to Palm Beach, Fla., with her 


• young son and daughter Caroline, to re- 
cuperate. 


Tucker said Mrs. Kennedy was ada- 


mant about Secret Service agents stay- 
ing in the background to allow 3-year-old 
Caroline to play as much as possible like 
other children her age. 


"She was a very precocious child," he 


recalled. "Once, Caroline and her cousin, 
Peter Lawford's 
Md, were walking 


through a park and one of us spotted a 
snake and had to shoot it. She never told 
her mother — I'm sure it was because 
she thought she might say we were too 
close to the kids. Caroline was afraid 
we'd get fired." 


TUCKER, like most Americans, re- 


members Kennedy fondly, but with sad- 
ness. Transferred to Chicago just months 
before the young President was assassi- 
nated, Tucker easily could have been in 
the motorcade Nov. 22, 1963, in Dallas. 
He knows several Secret Service men 
who were there, and at the time first 
thought one of them had been killed. 


If he had been with Kennedy when the 


bullets began striking the long line of 
shiny black limousines, Tucker admits 
ho docs not know-how he would have re- 
acted. He cannot say, for example, if he 
would have been able to throw himself 
into the line of fire to prevent Mrs. Ken- 
nedy from trying to crawl over the back 
of the car'for help as did Secret Service 
agent Clint Hill. 


"I don't think anyone ever really 


knows for sure how they'd react in a sit- 
uation like that," ho said. "You hope it 
doesn't happen, but if it does, you just 
hope you can count on your reflexes." 


THE REFLEXES of all Secret Service 


agents are honed by experience in deal- 
ing with all types of crowds that inevita- 
bly surround presidents wherever they 
go, Tucker said. 


"Probably every agent has had to grab 


someone running out of a crowd at least 
50 different times," he commented. 
"Usually, it's just someone who's over- 
enthusiastic, but you never know." 


Secret Service agents also are required 


to take periodic refresher courses to 
brush up on all phases of law enforce- 
ment covered in their initial training. 


FORMER SECRET SERVICE agent Ed Tucker of Elk 
Grove Village has among his many mementoes a pic- 
ture of the White House. It was a Christmas gift from 
the late President John F. Kennedy and his wife, to 
whom he was -then assigned. The plaque was a gift 
from a former president of the Philipines. 


Saying Secret Service applicants are 


very carefully screened, Tucker de- 
scribed the rigorous schedule of courses 
included in the training: criminal justice, 
constitutional law, psychology, public 
speaking, investigation, 
interrogation, 


firearms and instruction for dealing with 
the mentally imbalanced and conducting 
raids. 


"We used to say you had to be a saint 


to get in and lie like hell to stay in," he 
laughed. 


DURING HIS TOUR of White House 


duty, Tucker got to know two Presidents, 
many heads of state, a variety of show 
business personalities and virtually cir- 
cled the globe. 


What would be once-in-a-lifetime thrills 


for most people were all part of a job for 
him. But hi romanticizing the role of Se- 
cret Service agents, Tucker said he be- 
lieves too many books, movies and tele- 
vision shows have overlooked the fact

Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial'; Congress reacts with anguish 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
for the biggest deficit in peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
and Inflation in 1975 and 1976. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has issued. 


"My God," Rep. Sam Gibbon. D-Fla.. 


said when he heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that he Is going 
to be a two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


have lo nin for the Presidency In 1976 
with 7.3 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by .1.3 per cent when In. 
crease* due to Inflation arc left out. Last 
year's drop in the gross national product 
« as 2.2 percent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349.4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with Inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today is 


a compassionate one," Ford said In re- 
marks he delivered as he signed the 
budget message and sent it to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It Is 
a start In a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal Integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled increases in health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 74. the 


tall, stooped-shouldered chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, said In 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


in the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the inter- 
national financial field," he said. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
with "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


chairman of Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tinued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen. Peter 
Domenlci of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't sec any great latitude in this'budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $1.3 billion for 
public service jobs. 


Rep. Elford A. Ocderbcrg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"Wo are now paying the price, In unem- 
ployment and Inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the health of 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s is 
unacceptable, unfair and will not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said. 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion if Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, W.Va.. the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the 


blame for the economy's troubles on the

Police Chief Ralph J. Doney of Mount 


Prospect will ask the village board for 
funds to hire seven additional policemen 
to form :i "tactic;il unit." 


Doney told the Kuclid-Lake Assn. Mon- 


(I,iv night tin- additional manpower is 
needed so the police department can 
start a "tuclic.il unit," which would put 
more policemen on the streets during the 
high-crime hour*, ami for specialized as- 
signments. Including a community rela- 
tions officer. 


The police department is authorized 60 


positions, but only .">! arc currently filled. 
Doney would like to sec a total manpow- 
er figure of 07. 


Testing of candidates for the police de- 


partment recently resulted In a 27-pcrson 


tentative list of eligible candidates. Five 
persons on that list will be hired as soon 
as they pass final tests. Another three or 
four will be hired as soon as four current 
patrolmen arc promoted to the rank of 
sergeant. 


HONEY SAID Monday he does not ex- 


pect more than five new policemen to DC 
hired before May because, although the 
additional positions arc approved, money 
for the salaries has not been included in 
the current fiscal budget. 


Hie tactical unit probably would oper- 


ate between 6 p.m. and 2 a.m. dally, Do- 
ney said. It will concentrate on com- 
bating burglaries and acts of vandalism 
which arc usually committed during 
these hours, he added. 


The community relations officer would 


speak to homeowner groups, such as the 
Euclid-Lake Assn., and arrange training 
sessions so residents will be better able 
to help the police fight crime, Doney 
said. Part of Doney's plan would have 
area residents go with the officer on pa- 
trol in each area so the officer can point 
out things the residents should be alert 
for as potential crimes or means to stop 
crimes. 


Doney's 1975-76 budget request for ad-

State OKs Milwaukee, River Rd. plans

Plans for $323.000 in road improve* 


menu at Milwaukee Avenue and River 
Road In Wheeling Township have been 
approved by the state, and officials say 
barring unforeseen delays work should 
start this summer. 


William Santacruz. an engineer for the 


Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation, Monday 
said the state must obtain additional 
right-of-way and approval of the Federal 
Highway Administration before construc- 
tion can begin. Federal approval Is 
needed because the federal government 
has been asked to finance 90 per cent of 
the project. 


"We are in the process of getting the 


plans ready for the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration." Santacruz said. "We may 
have them submitted by the end of the 
week." 


HE SAID THE state has contacted all 


property owners whose land will be 
needed for the Improvements, and'there 
apparently Is no opposition to the proj- 
ect. "There doesn't seem to be any prop* 
crty owners who arc opposed to the Im- 
provements and we're not expecting to 
have any problems obtaining the right- 
of-way." Santacruz said. 


The engineer said that because no resi- 


dents filed objections to the project, 
there will not be a public hearing on the 
proposed improvements. 


After the right-of-way is obtained and 


the plans arc approved by the federal 
government, Santacruz said, the state 
will seek bids for construction. • 


He said the Improvements should take 


abut six months to complete, but warned 
that bad weather could cause delays. 


"You never know how the weather Is 


going to be, but this is a relatively small 
job and I think six months is a reason- 
able length of time to allow for it," he 
said. 


PETEIl GODOWSKI, project engineer 


for the state, said the project will consist 
of widening the three legs of the Y-type 
Intersection. He said state officials de- 
cided the improvements were necessary 
after reviewing accident statistics at the 
Intersection. 
' 


In the last four years, Gardowski said, 


123 accidents and 54 injuries have taken 
place at the Intersection. "We believe the 
accident rate is high enough there to 
warrant this improvement," he said. 
"One of the things we hope to do is im- 
prove the geometries and cut down on 


the number of accidents at the inter- 
section." 


State surveys show traffic at the inter- 


section has increased in recent years, 
and officials say .the improvements are 
designed to accommodate projected traf- 
fic levels up to 1995. 


AFTEK THE improvements ore made, 


Godowskl sold, motorists northbound on 
Milwaukee Avenue no longer will be able 
to turn left onto River Road, Drivers go- 
ing north on River Road also will be pro- 
hibited from turning right onto Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 


Those turns now arc allowed, but Go- 


dowski said they can be unsafe and 
sometimes create traffic congestion at 
the intersection. In order to make the 
turns possible after the intersection is 
redesigned, he said, the state would have 
to obtain forst preserve property. 


State officials said the Intersection will 


remain open during construction, but 
warned that the work could create short 
delays and slight inconveniences for mo- 
torists.

The need for the library is secondary to 


the manner in which the building is 
being funded, Floros said. "The issue 
will not necessarily be the question of 
whether we needed the new building or 
not," he said, "but the manner it was 


voted Into being by the village board 
without a referendum." 


THE VILLAGE board recently ap- 


proved a $4 million bond issue for con- 
struction of the library, purchase of the 
library site (Central School) and pur- 
chase of the current Mount Prospect State 
Bank building for village offices. 


Floros became the third Independent 


candidate to cite- the new library- as a 
major campaign issue. Edward B. Rhea 
Jr.. 40, of IBM Palm Dr.. has said the 
library will be an important issue be- 
cause "the old library is adequate." Nor- 
ma Murauskls, 47, of 1826 Pheasant Tr., 
has said she may sue'the village in an 
effort to halt construction of the new li- 
brary until a referendum could be held. 


Neither Rhea nor Mrs. Murauslds has 


filed yet. Two board incumbents, Marie 
L. Caylor and O. T. Gustus, have both 


said they will run for the two 2-year 
terms as part of the United Citizens Par- 
ty slate. 


FLOROS SAID Monday that he was 


"pleased and encouraged" by the re- 
sponse to his independent candidacy. 
"There seems to be a tremendous 
amount of interest building in this elec- 
tion, more so than I expected and more 
than there was at a comparable period 
two years ago," said Floros, a former 
Mount Prospect School Dist. 57 board 
member and unsuccessful candidate for 
the village board in the 1973 election.

Both sexes learning new 'home9 arts 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Those stereotypes are beginning to 


change. 


Boys are busy sewing seams and cook- 


ing sausage while girls are making 
three-dimensional drawings, wiring cir- 
cuits and building bookcases. 


The integration of home economics and 


industrial arts programs for boys and 
girls Is being accomplished In Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21. All seventh-and 
eighth-grade students are required to 
take home arts in coed classes. 


"Boys need to know about cooking and 


certainly need to know about sewing. 
Girls need to know how to repair a light 
switch, replace a wall socket and drive a 
nail," said Marjorie Bcu, curriculum di- 
rector. 


WHEN THE 1971 referendum passed 


for additions at the three junior high 
schools, the Ideas about borne arts — in- 
cluding coed classes — began to take 
shape. The additions Included home eco- 
nomics and Industrial arts facilities. 


Teachers at London Junior High School 


said there were some attitude problems 
this first year. 


"The guys thought this was for girls," 


said Debby Hake, London home econom- 
ics teacher. "But now when you get 
down to talking with the guys they say 
they like it. They don't feel out of place 
anymore and are used to it." 


She said many boys like cooking and 


get interested in the mechanics of the 
sowing machine. 


AT HOLMES Junior High School the 


boys complained so much about taking 
sewing, the teachers made the course op- 
tional. 


Sharon Erickson, Holmes home eco- 


nomics teacher, sold about 12 girls took 
woodworking end about 12 boys took sew- 
ing. 


She said the options helped. "The kids 


were there because they wanted to be." 


Getting the boys and girls interested in 


cooking was no problem she said. "They 
think cooking is a privilege and fun." 


While most boys elected to take wood- 


working rather than sewing, she said 
they did not object to the handicrafts 
unit that Included needlepoint, knitting 
and embroidery. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS teachers said they 


have not run into many difficulties with 
coed classes. David Splnk, Industrial arts 
teacher at London, said the girls often do 
better in drafting. All students seemed to 
enjoy the plastics unit where they made 
pen holders and clip boards. 


Bob Hoffman, Holmes Industrial arts 


. teacher, said the boys and girls entered 


the course at about the same skill level. 
He sold the first two weeks the girls 
seemed a little reluctant to be in the 
class, but once the novelty wore off, they 
settled down and are enjoying it 


"It's a wonderful opportunity for the 


kids," said Mrs. Erikson. Most will not 
have enough time in high school to take 
these courses, she said, but with their 
exposure in junior high level they might 
have more Incentive to pursue them. 


One problem with coed classes arose 


when the home economics teacher tried 
to decide what students should make, 
said Miss Hake. Fitted clothing was not 
made at Holmes and Cooper schools be- 
cause students would have to undress to 
be fitted. All the schools teach the funda- 
mentals of sewing by making aprons and 
stuffed animals. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM was the de- 


layed completion of the additions. 
Holmes addition was finished in Decem- 
ber which meant the classes could not do 
lab work. The other schools were able to 
use the facilities by October. 


While the classes were wailing to use 


the labs, the students did nonlab studies 
like designing, family living and personal 
grooming. 


Students in the course also said they 


enjoy the coed classes and the course 
work. 


Holmes student Mike Abbate said he 


thinks "it's better when we're together. 
In home economics we con ask the girls 
for help. The girls can ask us for help 
here in industrial arts."

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Ford budget deficit biggest in peacetime 


President asks the nation for 'honest self-denial'; Congress reacts ivith anguish 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford sent Congress Monday a $349 billion 
budget of "honest self-denial" that calls 
(or the biggest deficit In peacetime his- 
tory and predicts rising unemployment 
ami Inflation in 1975 and 1076. 


The forecasts were the bleakest the ad- 


ministration has issued. 


"My God," Rep. Sam Gibbon, D-FIa., 


said when he heard about Ford's pre- 
dictions. "It must mean that ho Is going 
to bo a two-year President." 


If the predictions hold fast, Ford would 


hate to run for the Presidency In 19TG 
with 7 3 million persons out of work. 


Ford forecast greater economic stag- 


nation this year than last, with national 
output dipping by 3.3 per cent when In- 
creases due to Inflation arc left out. Last 
> car's drop In the gross national product 
was 2 2 percent. 


THE BUDGET CALLS for a $51.9 bil- 


lion deficit and outlays of $349 4 billion in 
fiscal 1976, which starts next July. 


This Is an Increase of only 11 per cent 


— barely keeping pace with Inflation — 
over the $313.4 billion the government is 
spending this year. 


"The budget being submitted today Is 


a compassionate one," Ford said in re- 
marks ho delivered as ho signed the 
budget message and sent It to Congress. 


"It has muscle as well," he said. "It 


has discipline and honest self-denial. It is 
a start in a new direction along the per- 
manent road of fiscal Integrity..." 


IN CONGRESS, the action ran along 


two contradictory tracks. There was dis- 
may about the size of the deficit and an- 
guish about Ford's proposals to reduce 
scheduled Increases In health, veterans, 
education, welfare, food and other hu- 


man needs programs. The 10 per cent 
jump in the defense budget, to $94 bil- 
lion, also came under fire. 


Rep. George Malion, D-Te\, 74, the 


tall, stooped-shouldcred chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, bald in 
a House speech that the size of the budg- 
et was "breathtaking." 


"Its proposed deficits and the increase 


In the debt will frighten thoughtful Amer- 
icans and arouse concern in the inter- 
national financial field," he sold. 


Like many other Democrats, Mahon 


predicted Congress would not go along 
\vlth "a large majority" of the reductions 
in social spending Ford proposed. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Mlnn, 


chairman of Congress" Joint Economic 
Committee, objected that Ford's budget 
would mean "higher unemployment, con- 


tlnued double-digit inflation and deeper 
recession." 


REPUBLICANS were less eager to 


comment on the budget, but Sen Peter 
Domcnlcl of New Mexico said the $52 bil- 
lion projected deficit was realistic. "I 
don't sec any great latitude in this budg- 
et," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York 


called Ford's unemployment estimate 
"honest but gloomy" but said he found it 
"nearly unbelievable" that Ford budg- 
eted an increase of only $13 billion for 
public service jobs 


Rep Elford A. Oederberg of Michigan, 


senior Republican on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the House, 
"We are now paying the price, in unem- 
ployment and inflation, for past in- 
dulgences and inactions." He deplored 
the deficit's size. 


"Any proposal to restore the healtkof 


our economy by cutting back on food 
stamps and Social Security in the midst 
of the worst recession since the 1930s is 
unacceptable, unfair and nill not be ap- 
proved by Congress," Humphrey said 


FORD ASKED APPROVAL for $17 bil- 


lion in cutbacks and said the deficits for 
the current and next fiscal years would 
top $100 billion if Congress did not com- 
ply. 


Sen Robert C. Byrd, W.Va., the Demo- 


crat Senate whip, said the deficits would 
be "much larger" than those Ford 
"planned" since Congress would not ac- 
cept such measures of holding the 1976 
increase in Social Security benefits for 30 
million persons to 5 per cent. 


The administration put most of the 


blame for the economy's troubles on the

Palatine officials 
say: 


6X-rated movies should be banned' 


Several Palatine officials, including 


Village Prcs. Wendell E. Jones, said 
Monday night X-rated movies should be 
banned from Palatine's only theater but 
said a survey of residents Is needed be- 
fore a new local obscenity ordinance Is 
passed. 


Members of the village's health, safety 


and welfare committee will ask the Pala- 
tine Advisory Council to survey residents 
to determine if the village should legis- 
late the types of movies shown in the 
village. The council already is studying 
possible problems caused by X-rated 
movies shown at the Willow Creek 
Theatre, Northwest Highway and 111. 
Rte. 53. 


Before any action is taken, Palatine of- 


ficials plan a meeting with the theater 
owners asking that X-rated movies not 
be shown. 


Village officials said they have re- 


ceived 36 letters, after asking for com- 
munity input on the movie controversy 
last week. They said 35 were in favor of 
banning X-rated shows. 


JONES MADE his views very clear. 


"We should have an ordinance prohibit- 
ing X-rated movies," he said. "There are 
plenty of other places in the metropolitan 
area, other than a family-type commu- 
nity like Palatine, where they can be 
shown. This is not San Francisco or Chi- 
cago." 


Jones also predicted the outcome of a 


community survey. "I think I have my 
pulse on what the community wants. If 
this is put on a ballot it will lose eight to 
one," he said. 


Committee Chairman James Shaw also 


said objectionable films should be pro- 
hibited in Palatine. "We now have an 
ordinance on the books saying X-rated 
should not be shown. I personally feel we 
as village officials should answer citizens 
requests on this matter. If we allow 
X-rated what's next?" he said. 


The local ordinance banning obscene 


films is not being enforced because offi- 
cials said a review of the law is needed. 
"Our ordinance was passed when these 


movies were in back alleys and not in 
public theaters," Jones said. 


A HANDFUL OF residents attended 


the meeting at the Slade Street Fire Sta- 
tion. Several said a ban is" necessary to 
protect the young and immature. 


Ronald Johnson, a film teacher at Roll- 


ing Meadows High School and leader of a 
monthly film program at the Palatine 
Public Library, told village trustees it 
would be very difficult to ban X-rated 
films. He said the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision giving more local jurisdiction in 
determining community mores says 
nothing about X-rated movies. He said 
after the meeting a good movie can be 
X-rated. "I wouldn't want to see the ordi- 
nance passed," he said.

only. 


X-rated films arc unpopular with the 


people who write letters to public offi- 
cials, but are more popular with the 
people who go to movies. 


"An X-rated film you don't have to ad- 


vertise; you just put the X up and the 
people come out," Pedzek says. 


THE WILLOW CREEK Theatre, 111. 


Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway, recently 
came under attack for showing "The Sex 
Shop," an X-rated movie. Village Pros. 
Wendell E. Jones was prompted by com- 
plaints to ask two committees to find out 
the community's attitude on the showing 
of X-ratcd' movies in the village. If the 
community Is strongly against X-rated 
movies a ban may be considered by the 
village board. 


Jones said village officials received 


36 letters concerning the showing of the 
X-rated film, 35 protesting the film and 
1 In support of the theater's right to 
show It. 


Where are these people who are com- 


plaining about the X-ratcd movies when 
the family-type movies are shown? asks 
Pczdck. He says the management would 
be willing to show all family-type movies

if the community would support them. 


"The public determines what is shown 


by the way they appear at the box office 
and they won't support the good family 
movies," he says. "It's just a matter of 
staying In business." 


A recent weekend matinee of "Char- 


lotte's Web" drew just two childrent at

to turn on the lights," says Pedzek. 


THE PROFIT MARGIN on an X-rated 


movie is about double what it is on a G- or 
PG-rated movie, says Pedzek. He says 
film companies have to spend "lots of 
money" promoting G-rated films if they 
are going to be a success and this makes 
them more expensive for. the local the- 
aters to obtain. 


Pedzek says he thinks the recent com- 


plaints about the X-rated movies arc a 
little unjust because the theater is just 
trying to provide the community with a 
variety of entertainment. 


"It would be a different story If we 


were running X-fllms all the time, but 
we aren't," says Pedzek, szying the the- 
ater doesn't want to get the reputation of 
showing only X-ratcd pictures. 


"This is a nice new theater for the 


community. It's not like Chicago where 
there are half a dozen theaters to choose 
from (and one can only show X-rated 
films)," says Pedzek. 


Admission to R- and X-ratcd films is 


watched closely at the box office to make 
sura no one under ago gets in, he says. 
"At the showing of "The Sex Shop' the 
manager wouldn't even let the ushers 
stay in." 
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MANAGERS OF other area theaters 


have been faced with the same dilemma 
— people protesting the showing of 
X-rated films but refusing to support 
family films. Jeff Kohlberg, assistant 
general manager of Kohlberg Theaters 
which owns the 53 Drive-In in Palatine 
Township and Meadows Theater in Roll- 
ing Meadows, agrees that R- or X-rated 
films do much better than G or PCs.

VD clinic to close despite case increase 


A venereal-disease clinic at Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, will be closed Feb. 27 despite an 
increase in caseload. 


The County Dept. of Public Health, 


which operates the clinic, has announced 
plans to shut down the clinic at Nichoff 
Pavillion. It was opened in March 1974. 


A hospital spokesman said the decision 


to close the clinic was made in Decem- 
ber on the basis of records that showed 
little use of the clinic. About 10 persons 
were coming to the clinic during its 5:30 


to 7:30 p.m. Thursday hours, and only a 
few cases of venereal disease were iden- 
tified. 


Immediately after the study was com- 


pleted, however, the caseload more than 
doubled, to 22 patients on the first Thurs- 
day in January. Eleven were found to 
have positive symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease, the spokesman said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have not been 


notified of the clinic's closing. "As far as 
we are concerned, the clinic is still ac- 
cepting patients with no appointments
